RESOLUTION 

Neip Delhi-], the ISth July 1958 

No. F. 15-8/58-SGT.—In order toco-ordinate the work relating to problems of 
foodgrain storage that is being done in ditterent institutions, departments etc,, 
and to extend and develop the .scope of such work with a view to minimising 
losses in storage not only of the Government stocks but also of stocks with 
the jjroducers and the trade, the Government of India have decided to consti¬ 
tute a Stgndin^ Committee to be known as the ‘Foodgrains Storage Advisory 
Committee’. The composition of the Committee will be as follows:—

6. A representative of the Central Warehousing Corporation. 

7. A representative of the Ministry of Community Development, 

8. Two representatives of the private stockists nominated by the Gov¬ 

ernment of India.

2. The functions of the Committee will be:— 

(i) to coordinate the work on problems of grain storage in the country 
and to recommend pro]>er methods of grain storage and preser¬ 
vation; 
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(ii) to consider new problems of grain storage and preservation that 

may arise from time to lime and to arrange lor their proper 
investigation in consultation with all interests concerned; 

(iii) to suggest practical steps for the improvement ot grain storage 

and preservation in the various parts ol the country in the 
light of local conditions.
